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A BILL 
TO CONSOLIDATE AND AMEND THE LAW 
RELATING TO LAND AND LAND REVENUE 
IN THE UNION TERRITORY OF GOA , 

DAMAN AND DIU 


Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend 
the law relating to land and land revenue in the 
Union territory of Goa , Daman and Diu and to pro 
vide for matters connected therewith ; 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa , 
Daman and Diu in the Nineteenth Year of the Repu 
blic of India as follows :

Preliminary 
1. Short title , extent and commencement. - ( 1 ) 
This Act may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu 
Land Revenue Code, 1968 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the Union territory 
of Goa , Daman and Diu . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Government may, by notification in the Official Ga 
zette , appoint ; and different dates may be appointed 
for different areas and for different provisions of this 
Code .

2. Definitions . —- In this Code , unless the context 
otherwise requires , 

( 1 ) " agriculture " , with its grammatical variations 
and cognate expressions, means raising of useful or 
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not executed on the holding , is either executed 
directly for its benefit or is , after execution , made 
directly beneficial to it ; and subject to the foregoing 
provisions , includes 

( i) the construction of tanks , wells, water 

channels and other works for the storage , 
supply and distribution of water for agri 
cultural purposes or for human use or for 

cattle employed in agriculture ; 
( ii ) the construction of works for the drainage 

of land or for the protection of land from 
floods or from erosion or from other 

damage by water : 
( iii ) the preparation of land for irrigation ; 
( iv ) the conversion of single crop land into 

double or multiple crop land ; 
(v ) the reclaiming , clearing , enclosing, levelling 

or terracing of land used for agricultural 

purposes : 
(vi) the erection on land or in the immediate 

vicinity thereof, otherwise than on the 
village site , of a building or house for the 
occupation of the tenant, his family and 
servants or a cattle -shed , a storehouse or 
other construction for agricultural pur 
poses or of any building required for the 
convenient or profitable use or occupation 

of the land ; and · 
( vii ) the renewal or reconstruction of any of the 

foregoing works or such alterations therein 
or additions thereto as are not of the nature 
of ordinary repairs ; 


valuable products which derive nutriment from the 
soil with the aid of human labour and skill and in 
cludes horticulture , dairy farming , poultry farming, 
stock breeding and grazing ; 

( 2 ) " boundary mark " means any erection , whether 
of earth , stone or other material, and also any hedge , 
unploughed ridge , or strip of ground , or other object 
whether natural or artificial, set up , employed , or 
specified by a survey officer or revenue officer 
ha ring authority in that behalf , in order to designate 
the boundary of any division of land ; 

( 3 ) " class of land " means any of the following 
classes of land , namely , dry crop , rice , garden land 
or non - arable ; 

( 4 ) " classification value " means the relative 
valuation of land as recorded in the survey records 
having regard to its soil , water , situation and other 
advantages ; 

(5 ) " Collector " , means the Collector of the district 
and includes any officer appointed by the Govern 
ment to exercise and perform all or any of the powers 
and functions of a Collector under this Code ; and 
includes an Additional Collector , Assistant Collector 
and Deputy Collector ; 

( 6 ) " commencement of this Code" , in relation to 
any provision , means the date specified in respect 
of that provision in a notification under sub -sec 
tion ( 3 ) of section 1 ; 

( 7 ) " competent authority ” in relation to any pro 
vision , means any officer appointed by the Govern 
ment to be the competent authority for the purpose 
of that provision ; 

(8 ) " family ” means , in relation to a person , the 
wife or husband of such person , his children , grand 
children , parents and brothers , and in the case of a 
joint Hindu family , any member of such family ; 

( 9 ) " gaothan land " means the land situated 
within the existing limits of the site of a village , 
town or city and includes the land which may be so 
determined under Section 65 of the Code ; 

( 10 ) "Government" means the Administrator of 
Goa , Daman and Diu , except in respect of section 162, 
in which it means both the Central Government and 
the Administrator of Goa , Daman and Diu . 

( 11) " Government lessee " means a person holding 
land from Government under a lease as provided in 
section 27 . 

( 12 ) " group " means all lands in a zone, which in 
the opinion of the Government or an officer autho 
rised by it in this behalf are sufficiently homoge 
neous in respect of the factors enumerated in sub 
-section (2 ) of section 70 to admit of the application 
to them of the same standard rates for the purpose 
of assessment of land revenue ; 

( 13 ) " holder " means a person lawfully in posses 
sion of land , whether such possession is actual or 
not ; 

( 14 ) " holding " means a portion of land held by a 
holder 

( 15 ) " improvement” , in relation to any land, means 
any work which materially adds to the value of the 
land and which is suitable to the land and consistent 
with the purpose for which it is held and which , if 


( 16 ) " land " includes benefits to arise out of land , 
and things attached to the earth , or permanently 
fastened to anything attached to the earth or other 
defined portions thereof ; 

( 17 ) " land revenue" means all sums and payments , 
in money received or legally claimable by or on behalf 
of the Government from any person on account of 
any land or interest in or right exercisable over land 
held by or vested in him , under whatever designation 
such sum may be payable and any cess or rate au 
thorised by the Government under the provisions 
of any law for the time being in force ; and includes , 
premium , rent , lease money , or any other payment 
provided under any Act, rule , contract or deed on 
account of any land ; 

( 18 ) " minor ” means a person who is deemed not 
to have attained majority under the Indian Majo 
rity Act , 1875 ; 

( 19 ) “ Official Gazette " means the Goa , Daman 
and Diu Government Gazette ; 

( 20 ) " non - agricultural assessment" means the 
assessment fixed on any land under the provisions 
of this Code or rules thereunder with reference to 
the use of the land for a non -agricultural purpose ; 

( 21 ) " occupancy " means a portion of land held 
by an occupant ; 

( 22 ) " occupant" means a holder in actual pos 
session of land , other than a tenant or Government 
lessee ; provided that, where a holder in actual pos 
session is a tenant, the land holder shall be deemed 
to be the occupant ; 

(23 ) " occupation " means possession ; 
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CHAPTER II 


Revenue Divisions, Revenue Officers and their appointment. 


3. Power to create , alter or abolish districts , sub 
-divisions, etc. — ( 1 ) The Government may , by noti 
fication in the Official Gazette , constitue the territo 
ries , to which this code extends , into one or more dis 
tricts, and may similarly divide any district into sub 
divisions , sub - divisions into talukas and talukas 
into villages and may alter the limits of, or abolish , 
any district, sub - division or taluka . 

( 2 ) The Collector may by an order published in 
the prescribed manner arrange the villages in a ta 
luka which shall constitute a saza ; and the sazas in 
a talukai which shall constitute a circle, and may 
alter the limits of, or abolish , any saza or circle , so 
constituted . 

( 3 ) The districts , sub -divisions , talukas, circles 
and sazas existing at the commencement of this code 
shall continue respectively to be the districts, sub 
-divisions , talukas, circles and sazas under this code 
unless otherwise provided under sub - section ( 1 ) 
or ( 2 ) . 


( 24 ) " to occupy land" means to possess or to 
take possesion of land ; 

(25 ) " pay " , " payable " and " payment” , used with 
reference to land revenue or rent, includes " deli 
ver " , " deliverable " and " delivery " ; 

( 26 ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made 
under this Code ; 

(27 ) " revenue officer " means every officer of any 
rank whatsoever appointed under any of the provi 
sions of this code, and employed in or about the busi 
ness of the land revenue or of the surveys , assess 
ment , accounts , or records connected therewith ; 

( 28 ) " settlement " means the result of the opera 
tions conducted in a zone in order to determine the 
land revenue assessment; 

( 29 ) " standard rate " means, with reference to any 
particular class of land in a group, the value of six 
hundredths of the average yield of crops per acre on 
land in that class of one hundred paise classification 
value ; 

( 30 ) " survey mark " means, for the purposes of this 
Code, a mark erected for purposes of cadastral survey 
of land ; 

( 31 ) " survey number " means a portion of land of 
which the area and assessment are separately entered , 
under an indicative number in the land records ; 

( 32 ) " tenant" means a person who cultivates or 
holds the land of another person under an agreement, 
express or implied , on condition of paying rent 
there for and includes a person deemed to be a tenant 
under the Goa . Daman and Diu Agricultural Tenancy 
Act, 1964 ; but does not include a lessee holding di 
rectly under the Government ; 

( 33 ) " term of settlement " means the period for 
which the Government has declared that a settle 
ment shall remain in force ; 

( 34 ) " Tribunal” means the Administrative Tribunal 
constituted under the Goa , Daman and Diu Admi 
nistrative Tribunal Act, 1965 , or any other Tribunal 
constituted by the Government for this purpose ; 

( 35 ) " village" means any tract of land which 
before the commencement of this code was recogn 
ised as or was declared to be a village under any 
law or usage for the time being in force or which 
may after such commencement be recognised as a 
village at any settlement or which the Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette, deciare 
to be a village ; and includes a town , a city and all 
the land composed in a village , town or city for the 
purposes of this code ; 

( 36 ) " year " means the agricultural year com 
mencing on such date as the Government may, in 
the case of any specified area , by notification in 
the Official Gazette , appoint; 

( 37 ) “ zone” , means a local area comprising a 
taluka or a group of talukas or portions thereof of 
one or more districts , which in the opinion of the 
Government or an officer. authorised by it in this 
behalf , is contiguous and homogenous in respect of 

(i) physical configuration , 
(ii ) climate and rainfall, 
( iii ) principal crops grown in the area , and 
( iv ) soil characteristics . 


4. Appointment of revenue and survey officers. 
The Government, or such officer as may be autho 
rised by Government in this behalf , may appoint the 
following classes of revenue and survey officers , 
namely – 

(a ) Collector ; 
(6 ) Director of Settlement and Land Records ; 

(C ) Sub - divisional officers , including Assistant 
Collectors and Deputy Collectors ; 

( d ) Survey and Settlement Officers ; 
( e ) Superintendent of Surveys and Land Records ; 
( f) Assistant Survey and Settlement Officers ; 
(g ) Inspectors of Surveys and Land Records ; 
(h ) Mamlatdars, including Joint Mamlatdars , 
( i) Awallkarkuns ; 
(j) Revenue Inspectors ; 
(k ) Village Accountants or Talathis ; and 

( 1) Such other village officers and servants as 
may be specified by rules made under this Act. 


5. Chief controlling authority in revenue matters . 

The chief controlling authority in all matters con 
nected with the land revenue shall be the Govern 
ment. 


6. Function of the Collector and certain other 
revenue officers. -- ( 1 ) Each district shall be placed 
under the charge of a Collector who shall be in charge 
of the revenue administration of the district and exer 
cise the powers and discharge the duties of the Collec 
tor under this Code or any other law for the time 
being in force and shall exercise such other powers 
of superintendence and control within the district 
and over the officers subordinate to him as may, 
from time to time, be prescribed . 

(2 ) Each sub -division shall be placed under the 
charge of a subdivisional officer . 

( 3 ) Each Taluka shall be placed under the charge 
of a Mamlatdar . 

( 4 ) The duties and powers of the Sub -Divisional 
Officers, the Mamlatdars and other revenue officers 
shall be such as may be imposed or conferred on 
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12. Notification of appointments . All appoint 
ments made under this Chapter except appointments 
of awal karkuns , revenue inspectors and village 
accountants and other village officers and servants 
shall be notified in the Official Gazette ; but the 
appointment shall take effect from the date on 
which an officer assumes charge of his office . 


13. Seals . The Government shali , from time to 
time, by notification in the Official Gazette, specify 
the revenue officers who shall use a seal and also 
the size and description of the seal which each such . 
officer shall use . 


them by or under this Code or any other law for the 
time being in force or by any general or special order 
of the Government published in the Official Gazette : 

Provided that in case of appointment of Additional 
Collectors , Assistant or Deputy Collectors or Joint 
Mamlatdars by Government in such number as it 
may deem necessary in each district , such officers 
shall exercise such of the powers and discharge such 
of the duties of the Collector , the Sub - Divisional Offi 
cer or the Mamlatdar under this Code or any other 
law for the time being in force as the Government 
may direct specifically , by notification , in this behalf . 
Explanation : 
( a ) An Additional Collector shall not be subor 

dinate to the Collector except in such mat 
ters as Government may , by general or 

special orders , specify in this behalf . 
(b ) An Assistant Collector or Deputy Collector 

shall not be subordinate to the Sub -Divi 
sional Officer in the Sub -Division except in 
such matters as the Government may , by 
general or special orders , specify in this 

behalf . 
( c ) A Joint Mamlatdar shall not be subordinate 

to the Mamlatdar in the Taluka, except in 
such matters as the Government may , by 
general or special orders , specify in this 
behalf . 


CHAPTER III 


Of lands 


14. Title of Government to lands, etc. ( 1 ) All 
lands , public roads, lanes and paths and bridges , 
ditches , dikes and fences on or beside the same, the 
bed of the sea and of harbours and creeks below 
the high water mark , and of rivers , streams, nallahs, 
lakes and tanks , and all canals and water courses , 
and all standing and flowing water and all rights . 
in or over the same or appertaining thereto , which 
are not the property of any person , are and are 
hereby declared to be the property of the Central 
Government subject to right of way , and all other 
rights , public and individual, legally existing . 


7. Village accountant and village Patel. - ( 1 ) It 
shall be lawful for the Government to appoint a 
viiiage accountant or talathi for a village or a gioup 
of villages . It shall also be lawful for the Govern 
ment to appoint a village Patel. 

( 2 ) The village accountant and the Patel shall 
perform all the duties as hereinafter prescribed by 
this Code or any other law for the time being in 
force and shall be assisted by such village servants 
as may be appointed from time to time. 


8. Vilage officer to keep such records as may be 
prescribed . Government may prescribe from time 
to time what registers , accounts and other records 
shall be kept by the village officers . 


9. Settlement and survey officers . The officers 
specified in clauses (b ) , ( d ) , (e ) and (g ) of sec 
tion 4 shall have power to take cognisance of all 
matters connected with the survey of land and the 
settlement of revenue rates and the preparation and 
maintenance of land records and other registers and 
shall exercise all such powers and perform all such 
duties as may be prescribed . 


Explanation : In this section , " high water -mark " 
means the highest point reached by ordinary spring 
tides at any season of the year . 

( 2 ) Unless it is otherwise expressly provided in 
any law for the time being in force or in the terms 
of a grant made by the Government, the right to 
mines , minerals and mineral products shall vest in 
the Central Government and it shall have all the 
powers necessary for the proper enjoyment of such 
rights . 

(3 ) Where any property or any right in or over 
any property is claimed by or on behalf of the Central 
Government or by any person as against the Central 
Government and the claim is disputed , such dispute 
shall, after due notice has been given and after 
holding a formal inquiry , be decided by the Collector 
or a Survey Officer . 

( 4 ) Any person aggrieved by an order made under 
sub - section ( 3 ) or in appeal or revision therefrom 
may institute a civil suit to contest the order within 
a period of six months from the date of such order , 
and the decision of the civil court shall be binding 
on the parties . 

(5 ) Any suit instituted in any civil court after 
the expiration of six months from the date of any 
order passed under sub- section ( 3 ) or , if appeal has 
been made against such order within the period of 
limitation , then from the date of any order passed 
by the appellate authority , shall be dismissed (though 
limitation has not been set up as a defence ) if the 
suit is brought to set aside such order or if the relief 
claimed is inconsistent with such order , provided 
that the plaintiff has had due notice of such 
order . 

( 6 ) Any person shall be deemed to have had due 
notice of an inquiry or order under this section if 
notice thereof has been given in accordance with 
rules made in this behalf by the Government 


10. Subordination of revenue officers . 

All re 
venue officers shall be subordinate to the Govern 
ment; and subject to the Explanation to section 6 
all revenue officers in the district or sub - division 
shall be subordinate to the Collector or the Sub - Divi 
sional Officer , as the case may be. 


11. Combination of offices . — It shall be lawful for 
the Government to appoint one and the same person 
to any two or more of the offices provided for in 
this Chapter , to make any appointment by virtue 
of office and also to confer on any officer of the 
Government all or any of the powers and duties of 
any revenue officer . 
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road , lane or path , or part thereof , specified in the 
notification under sub -section ( 1 ) , is not required 
for the use of the public , a declaration shall be publi 
shed in the Official Gazette that all rights of the 
public as well as of individuals in or over such road , 
lane or path thereof are extinguished ; and all such 
rights shall thereupon be extinguished , and such 
road , lane or path , or part thereof, shall be at the 
disposal of the Government with effect from the 
date of such declaration . 

( 6 ) The decision of the Collector regarding the 
amount of compensation and the person to whom such 
compensation , if any , is payable , shall , subject to 
any modification made by the Government, be final, 
and payments shall be made by the Collector to such 
persons accordingly . 


15. Extinction of rights of public and individuals 
in or over any public road , land or path not required 
for use of public . ( 1) Whenever it appears to the 
Government that any public road , lane or path which 
is the property of the Central Government or part 
thereof , is not required for the use of the public, the 
Government may , by a notification published in the 
Official Gazette , make a declaration to such effect , 
stating in such declaration that it is proposed that 
the rights of the public as well as of all individuals 
in or over any such road , lane or path , or part 
thereof, as the case may be, shall be extinguished . 
On the publication of such notification , the Collector 
shall , as soon as possible, cause public notice of 
such declaration to be given at convenient places on , 
or in the vicinity of , such road , lane or path , or 
part thereof, as the case may be . Such declaration 
and notice shall specify, as far as practicable , the 
situation and limits of such road , lane or path , or 
part thereof , and shall invite objections to the afore 
said proposal. 

( 2 ) Any member of the public or any person 
having any interest or right, in addition to the right 
of public highway , in or over sucn road , lane or path , 
or part thereof, or having any other interest or 
right which is likely to be adversely affected by 
the proposal may , within ninety days after the issue 
of the notification under sub - section ( 1 ) , state to 
the Collector in writing his objections to the pro 
posal, the nature of such interest or right and the 
manner in which it is likely to be adversely affected , 
and the amount and particulars of his claim to com 
pensation for such interest or right : 

Provided that the Collector may allow any person 
to make such a statement after the period of ninety 
days after the issue of the notification under sub 
-section ( 1 ) , if he is satisfied that such person had 
sufficient cause for not making it within the said 
period . 

(3 ) The Collector shall give every person , who 
has made a statement to him under sub - section ( 2 ) , 
an opportunity of being heard either in person or 
by pleader and shall , after hearing all such persons 
in such manner and after making such further 
inquiry , if any, as he thinks necessary , determine 
the amount of compensation , if any , which should , 
in his opinion , be given in any case in respect of 
any substantial loss or damage likely to be caused 
by the proposed extinction of the rights of the public 
as well as of individuals as aforesaid . The provisions 
of sections 9 , 11, 12 , 13 , 14 and 15 of the Land 
Acquisition Act, 1894 , shall, so far as may be, apply 
to the proceedings held by the Collector for the 
determination of the amount of compensation under 
this sub - section : 

Provided that no compensation shall be awarded 
for the extinction or diminution of the right of public 
highway over such road , lane or path or part 
thereof. 


16. Rights to trees , forest , etc. ( 1 ) The right 
to all trees , jungles or other natural products grow 
ing on land set apart for forest reserves and to all 
trees , brush wood , jungle or other natural product , 
wherever growing, except in so far as the same may 
be the property of any person , shall vest in the 
Central Government, and such trees , brush wood , 
jungle or other natural product shall be preserved 
or disposed of in such manner as may be deemed 
fit by Government . 

( 2 ) All road -side trees which have been planted 
and reared by or under the orders or at the expense 
of the Government and all trees which have been 
planted and reared by the side of any road belonging 
to the Central Government shall vest in that Govern 
ment . 

( 3 ) The Government may , by order , prohibit 
cutting, gathering , removing the timber or teak , 
black -wood , sandalwood trees and such other trees 
as may be mentioned therein , which exist in the pro 
perty of another person , and thereupon such trees 
shall not be cut down , gathered or removed , without 
the permission of the competent authority . 

( 4 ) Any act interfering with trees , their timber , 
foliage etc. mentioned in the preceding sub -sections, 
shall be deemed to be an offence under section 188 
of the Indian Penal Code . 


17. Recovery of value of trees , etc., unauthorisedly 
appropriated . — Any person who shall unauthorisedly 
fell and appropriate any tree or any portion thereof 
which is the property of the Central Government 
shall be liable to the Government for the value 
thereof, which shall be recoverable from him as an 
arrear of land revenue, in addition to any penalty 
to which he may be liable under the provisions of 
this Code for the occupation of the land or otherwise 
and notwithstanding any criminal proceedings which 
may be instituted against him in respect of his said 
appropriation of Central Government property . 


( 4 ) The Collector shall submit to the Government 
the record of the proceedings held by him with a 
report containing his recommendations on the objec 
tions , if any, received by him and stating the 
amounts of compensation , if any , which , in his 
opinion , are payable to any persons . 

(5 ) If the Government is satisfied after conside 
ring the record of the proceedings and the report , 
if any, made under sub -section (4 ) , that the public 


18. Lands may be assigned for special purposes , 
and when assigned , shall not be otherwise used 
without sanction of Collector . -- Subject to the gene 
ral orders of the Government, it shall be lawful for 
a survey officer during the course of survey opera 
tions under this Code , and at any other time for 
the Collector, to set apart unoccupied lands (not in 
the lawful occupation of any person ), in villages 
or parts thereof for forest or fuel reserve , for free 
pasturage of village cattle or for grass or fodder 
reserve , for burial or cremation ground , for gaothon , 
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for camping ground , for threshing floor, for bazaar , 
for skinning ground , for public purposes such as 
roads , lanes , parks , drains or for any other public 
purpose ; and the lands assigned shall not be other 
wise used without the sanction of the Collector and 
in the disposal of lands under section 21 due regard 
shall be had to all such special assignments . 


that any alluvial land , which vests under any law 
for the time being in force in the Central Govern 
ment, may with due regard to the interests of the 
public revenue , be disposed of , he shall , subject to 
the rules made in this behalf , offer the same to the 
occupant ( if any ) of the bank or shore on which 
such alluvial land has formed . The occupancy price 
of the land so offered shall not exceed half the 
market value of the land . 

( 2 ) If the occupant does not accept the offer , the 
land may be disposed of by auction . 


19. Recovering value of natural products unautho 
risedly removed from certain lands . Any person 
who unauthorisedly removes from any land which 
is set apart for a special purpose or from any land 
which is the property of the Central Government 
any natural product (not being trees ) shall be liable 
to the Government for the value thereof , and in 
addition , to a fine not exceeding five times the value , 
of the natural product so removed . Such value and 
fine shall be recoverable from him as an arrear of 
land revenue. 


Explanation : — For the purpose of this section , 
notwithstanding anything contained in clause ( 22 ) 
of section 2 , if the bank or shore has been mortgaged 
with possession , the mortgagor shall be deemed to 
be the occupant thereof. 


Of the Grant of Land 


20. Classes of holders of land . ( 1 ) Land granted 
under the provision of this Code or any other law 
shall be held under one of the following classes of 
holders as may be specified in the order of grant : 

( a ) Occupants Class I 
( b ) Occupants - Class II 
( c ) Government lessees . 


( 2 ) Occupants Class I --are persons who shall 
be entitled to hold land in perpetuity and without 
any restrictions on the right to transfer . 
( 3 ) Occupants — Class II 

-- are persons who shall 
be entitled to hold land in perpetuity but subject to 
restrictions on the right to transfer as may be pres 
cribed by rules . 

( 4 ) Government lessees - are persons who are 
entitled to hold land for a fixed period under a lease 
from Government granted under Section 27 . 


21. Grant of land . - ( 1 ) Subject to the rules made 
in this behalf , Government may grant land belonging 
to or vesting in the Central Government for agri 
cultural purposes or for non -agricultural purposes as 
may be specified in the order of grant . 

( 2 ) Such rules may provide inter alia for the 
following matters , namely : 

( a ) the extent to which land shall be granted 
for specified purposes ; 

(b ) the occupancy price payable for the land and 
the mode of its payment; 

( c ) cases in which no occupancy price may be 
charged or in which concessional occupancy price 
may be charged ; 

( d ) the order of priority to be observed when 
land is granted for agricultural purposes ; 

( e ) the conditions subject to which the land is 
granted ; 

( f) the penalty for breach of the conditions of 
grants ; 

( g ) the cases in which the power of grant of 
land shall be exercised by the Collector or the Mam 
latdar . 


23. Temporary right to alluvial lands of small 
extent. When alluvial land forms on any bank or 
shore , the occupant, if any, of such bank or shore 
shall be entitled to the temporary use thereof unless 
or until the area of the same exceeds one half 
hectare . When the area of the alluvial land exceeds 
one half hectare, it shall be at the disposal of the 
Collector subject to the provisions of section 22 . 

24. Disposal of intestate occupancies. — ( 1) If an 
occupant dies intestate and without known heirs , 
the Collector shall take possession of his occupancy 
and may lease it for a period of one year at a time. 

( 2 ) If within three years of the date on which 
the Collector takes possession of the occupancy , any 
claimant applies for the occupancy , being restored 
to him , the Collector may , after such enquiry as he 
thinks fit , place such claimant in possession of the 
occupancy or reject his claim . 

( 3 ) The order of the Collector under sub - section 
( 2 ) shall not be subject to appeal or revision but 
any person whose claim is rejected under sub - section 
( 2 ) may , within one year from the date of the 
communication of the order of the Collector , file a 
suit to establish his title , and if such suit is filed , 
the Collector shall continue to lease out the land 
as provided in sub -section ( 2 ) , till the final decision 
of the suit . 

(4 ) If no claimant appears within three years 
from the date on which the Collector took possession 
of the occupancy or if a claimant whose claim has 
been rejected under sub - section ( 2 ) does not file a 
suit within one year as provided in sub - section ( 3 ) , 
the Collector may sell the right of the deceased occu 
pant in the occupancy by auction . 

(5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any 
law for the time being in force , a claimant, who esta 
blishes his title to the occupancy which has been 
dealt with in accordance with the provisions of this 
section , shall be entitled only to the rents payable 
under sub -section ( 1 ) and the sale - proceeds realised 
under sub - section ( 4 ) , less all sums due on the occu 
pancy on account of land revenue and the expenses 
of management and sale . 

25. Occupancy to be transferable and heritable 
subject to certain restrictions. ( 1 ) An occupancy 
shall , subject to the provision contained in section 47 
and to any conditions lawfully annexed to the tenure , 
and save as otherwise provided by law , be deemed 
an heritable and transferable property . 


22. Grant of alluvial land vesting in Central Go 
vernment. ( 1 ) Where it appears to the Collector 
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provisions of this Code and rules made thereunder ; 
and every Government lessee shall pay as land 
revenue lease money fixed under the terms of the 
lease . 


29. Saving of powers of Government . — Nothing 
contained in any provision of this Code shall derogate 
from the right of the Government to dispose of any 
land , the property of the Central Government , on 
such terms and conditions as it deems fit .

Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
foregoing sub - section , occupancies of persons belon 
ging to such Scheduled Tribes as the Government 
by a notification in the Official Gazette may , regard

his property in favour of the Government in conside 
ration of a loan advanced to him by the Government

-operative society in consideration of a loan advan 
ced to him by such co - operative society , and without 
prejudice to any other remedy open to the Govern 
ment, or as the case may be , the co - operative society 
in the event of such occupant making default in 
payment of such loan in accordance with the terms on 
which such loan is granted , it shall be lawful for the 
Government, or as the case may be , the co -operative 
society to cause the occupancy to be attached and 
sold and the proceeds to be applied towards the 
payment of such loan . 

( 4 ) The Collector may , on the application of the so 
ciety , and payment of the premium prescribed by the 
Government in this behalf , by order in writing re 
classify the occupant — as Occupant

on such re - classification , the occupant shall hold 
the occupancy of the land without any restriction 
on transfer under this Code . 


30. Uses to which holder. of land for purposes of 
agriculture may put his land . - A holder of any 
land assessed or held for the purpose of agriculture 
is entitled by himself , his servants , tenants , agents 
or other legal representatives to erect farm buildings, 
construct wells or tanks or made any

ments thereon for the better cultivation of the land , 
or its more convenient use for the purpose aforesaid . 


31. Permission for non -agricultural use. No land 
used for agriculture shall be used for any non - agri 
cultural purpose ; and no land assessed for one non 
-agricultural purpose shall be used for any other 
non - agricultural purpose or for the same non -agri 
cultural purpose but in relaxation of any of the 
conditions imposed at the time of the grant or per 
mission for non - agricultural purpose , except with 
the permission of the Collector under section 33 . 


Explanation . — For the purposes of this section , 
“ Scheduled Tribes " means such tribes or tribal com 
munities or parts of , or groups within , such tribes 
or tribal communities as are deemed to be Scheduled 
Tribes in relation to the Union territory of Goa , 
Daman and Diu under article 342 of the Constitu 
tion of India . 


32. Restriction on use . Subject to the rules made

Of Encroachment on Land 
38. Removal of encroachments on land vesting in 
Central Government; provisions for penalty and 
other incidental matters . ( 1 ) In the event of any 
encroachment being made on any land or foreshore 
vested in the Central Government (whether or not in 
charge of any local authority ) , it shall be lawful for 
the Collector to summarily abate or remove any such 
encroachment and the expenses incurred therefor 
shall be leviable from the person in occupation of the 
land encroached upon and the person who is respon 
sible for the encroachment. 

( 2 ) The person who made such encroachment or 
who is in unauthorised occupation of the land so en 
croached upon shall pay , if the land encroached upon 
forms part of an assessed survey number, assess 
ment for the entire number for the whole period of 
the encroachment, and if the land has not been asses 
sed , such amount of assessment as would be leviable 
for the said period in the same village on the same 
extent of similar land used for the same purpose . 
Such person shall pay in addition a fine which shall 
be not less than five rupees but not more than one 
thousand rupees if the land is used for an agricul 
tural purpose , and if used for a purpose other than 
agriculture such fine not exceeding two thousand 
rupees . 

( 3 ) The Collector may, by notice duly served 
under the provisions of this Code, prohibit or require 
the abatement or removal of encroachments on any 
such lands , and shall fix in such notice a date which 
shall be a reasonable time after such notice , on which 
the same shall take effect .

(6 ) Nothing contained in sub - sections ( 1 ) to (4 ) 
shall prevent any person from establishing his rights 
in a civil court within a period of six months from 
the date of the final order under this Code .

— Nothing 
in section 38 shall prevent the Collector, if the person 
making the encroachment so desires , to charge the 
said person a sum not exceeding five times the value 
of the land so encroached upon and to fix an assess 
ment not exceeding five times the ordinary annual 
land revenue thereon and to grant the land to the 
encroacher on such terms and conditions as the Col 
lector may impose subject to rules made in this 
behalf ; and then to cause the said land to be entered 
in land records in the name of the said person ; 

Provided that no land shall be granted as afore 
said , unless the Collector gives public notice of his 
intention so to do in such manner as he considers 
fit , and considers any objections or suggestions 
which may be received by him before granting the 
land as aforesaid . The expenses incurred in giving 
such public notice shall be paid by the person making 
the encroachment ; and on his failure to do so on 
demand within a reasonable time, shall be recovered 
from him as an arrear of land revenue . 


42. Forfeiture and removal of property left over 
after summary eviction . ( 1 ) After summary evic 
tion of any person under section 41 , any building or 
other construction erected on the land or foreshore 
or any crop raised in the land shall , if not removed 
by such person after such written notice as the 
Collector may deem reasonable , be liable to forfeiture 
or to summary removal. 

( 2 ) Forfeitures under this section shall be adjudg 
ed by the Collector and any property so forfeited shall 
be disposed of as the Collector may direct ; and the 
cost of the removal of any property under this section 
shall be recoverable as an arrear of land revenue . 


Of Relinquishment of Land 
43. Relinquishment.-- An occupant may relinquish 
his land , that is , resign in favour of the Government , 
but subject to any rights , tenures , incumbrances or 
equities lawfully subsisting in favour of any person 
other than the Government or the occupant, by 
giving notice in writing to the Mamlatdar not less 
than thirty days before the date of commencement 
of the agricultural year, and thereupon , he shall 
cease to be an occupant from the agricultural year 
next following such date : 

Provided that , no portion of land which is less in 
extent than a whole survey number of sub - division of 
al survey number may be relinquished . 


40. Value and land revenue how calculated . ( 1 ) 
For the purposes of sections 38 and 39, the value of 
land that has been encroached upon shall be fixed by 
the Collector according to the market value of simi 
lar land in the same neighbourhood at the time of 
such valuation , and the annual revenue of such land 
shall be assessed at the same rate as the land revenue 
of similar land in the vicinity . 

( 2 ) The Collector s decision as to the value of land 
and the amount of land revenue or assessment pa 
yable for the land encroached upon shall be conclu 
sive , and in determining the amount of land revenue , 
occupation for a portion of year shall be counted as 
for a whole year . 

41. Summary eviction of person unauthorisedly 
occupying land vesting in Central Government.- ( 1)

(b ) to the use or occupation of which he is not

( ii ) the expiry of the period of lease or tenancy 

or termination of the lease or tenancy for 
breach of any of the conditions annexed to 
the tenure , or 


44. Right of way to relinquished land . - If any 
person relinquishes land , the way to which lies 
through other land which he retains , the right of 
way through the land so retained shall continue to 
the future holder of the land relinquished . 


Protection of certain occupancies from process of courts 

45. Occupancy when not liable to process of civil 
court ; court to give effect to Collector s certificate . 

In any case where an occupancy is not transfe 
rable without the previous sanction of the Collector , 
and such sanction has not been granted to a transfer 
which has been mace or ordered by a civil court or 
on which the court s decree or order is founded , 
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of the parties interested as the same may be esta 
blished in any suit between such parties in a court of 
competent jurisdiction .

50. Alluvial lands. —- All alluvial lands, newly for , 
med islands or abandoned river beds, which vest 
under any law for the time being in force in any 
holder of land , shall be subject in respect of liability 
to land revenue to the same privileges, conditions 
and restrictions as are applicable to the original hol 
ding by virtue of which such lands, islands or river 
beds vest in the said holder , but no revenue shall be 
leviable in respect of any such lands, islands or river 
beds, unless the area of the same exceeds half hec 
tare . 


CHAPTER IV 


Of Land Revenue

used for non -agricultural purposes 


77. Publication of table of revenue rates . - The 
table of standard rates finally prescribed by the Go 
vernment under Section 74 and introduced under 
section 76 shall be published in the Official Gazette . 


78. Preparation of statistical and fiscal records . 
( 1 ) It shall be the duty of the survey officer or the 
Settlement Officer , on the occasion of making or re 
vising the settlement of land revenue , to prepare a 
register , to be called the " Settlement register " , sho 
wing the area and assessment of each survey num 
ber , with any other particulars that may be pres 
cribed , and other records , in accordance with such 
orders as may , from time to time, be passed in this 
behalf by the Government. 


84. Non -agricultural assessment of lands to be 
determined on , basis of their non -agricultural use 
and having regard to urban and non -urban areas . 
The non -agricultural assessment of lands shall be de 
termined with reference to the use of the land for 
non - agricultural purpose and having regard to urban 
and non - urban areas in which the lands are situated ;

100. Obligation to furnish information . ( 1 ) Any 
person whose rights , interests or liabilities are 
required to be, or have been entered in any record 
or register, under this Chapter shall be bound , on 
the requisition of any revenue officer or Talathi 
engaged in compiling or revising the record or regis 
ter , to furnish or produce for his inspection , within 
one month from the date of such requisition , all 
such information or documents needed for the cor 
rect compilation or revision thereof as may be within 
his knowledge or in his possession or power . 

( 2 ) A revenue officer or a Talathi to whom any 
information is furnished or before whom any docu 
ment is produced in accordance with the requisition 
under sub - section ( 1 ) , shall at once give a written 
acknowledgement thereof to the person furnishing 

producing the same and shall endorse on any such 
document ai note under his signature stating the fact 
of its production and the date thereof and may re 
turn the same immediately after keeping a copy of 
it , if necessary . 


105. Land records. --- In addition to the map , the 
registers and the record of rights , there shall be 
prepared for each village, such other land records 
as may be prescribed . 


106. Presumption of correctness of entries in re 
cord of rights and register of mutations . An 
entry in the record of rights , and a certified entry 
in the -register of mutation shall be presumed to be 
true until the contrary is proved or a new entry is 
lawfully substituted therefor . 


107. Bar of suits . No suit shall lie against the 
Government or any officer of the Government in 
respect of a claim to have an entry made in any 
record or register that is maintained under this 
Chapter or to have any such entry . omitted or 
amended . 


101. Fine for neglect to afford information . Any 
person neglecting to make the report required by 
section 97 , or furnish the information or produce 
the documents required by section 100 within the 
period specified in that section shall be liable, at the 
discretion of the Collector ; to be charged a fine not 
exceeding twenty -five rupees , which shall be leviable 
as an arrear of land revenue . 


108. Record of rights at commencement of Code .

CHAPTER 1X 


Boundaries and boundary marks 
111. Fixation and demarcation of boundaries . 
Boundaries of all villages and of all survey numbers 
in villages therein shall be fixed and demarcated 
by boundary marks. 


(b ) of the rights of the holders on either side of 
the boundary fixed in respect of the land adjudged 
to appertain , or not to appertain , to their respective 
holdings. 

( 2 ) Where a boundary has been So fixed , the · 
Collector may at any time summarily evict any 
person who holds land and who is wrongfully in 
possession of any land which has been adjudged in 
the settlement of boundary not to appertain to his 
holding or to the holding of any person through or 
under whom he claims. 

(3 ) An order of ejectment under sub -section ( 2 ) 
shall , subject to the provisions of sub -section ( 4 ) 
and ( 5 ) , be subject to appeal and revision in accord 
ance with the provisions of this Code . 

(4 ) Where any person has been ejected or is 
about to be ejected from any land under the pro 
visions of sub -section ( 2 ) , he may , within a period 
of one year from the date of the ejectment or the 
settlement of the boundary , institute a civil suit to 
establish his title thereto : 

Provided that , the Government or the Collector , 
or any revenue or survey officer as such , shall not 
be made a party to such suit . 

(5 ) . Where a civil suit has been instituted under 
sub -section ( 4 ) against any order of ejectment , such 
order shall not be subject to appeal or revision , 

(6 ) The Collector may at any time make an order 
for redistribution of land revenue which , in his 
opinion , should be made as a result of the decision 
of the appeal or revision or as the case may be , 
the suit , and such redistribution shall take effect 
from the beginning of the reveune year following the 
date of the order . 


112. Determination of village boundaries . The 
boundaries of villages shall be fixed , and all disputes 
relating thereto shall be determined by survey 
officers , or by such other officers as may be ap 
pointed by the Government for the purpose , after 
holding a formal inquiry at which the village officers 
and all persons interested have an opportunity of 
appearing and producing evidence . 

113. Determination of field boundaries , - If at 
the time of a survey , the boundary of a field or 
noiding be undisputed , and its correctness be affirmed 
uy Le village officers then present, it may be laid 
down as pointed out by the holder or person in occu 
pation and, if disputed , or if the said holder or person 
in occupation be not present, it shall be fixed by the 
survey officer according to the land records and ac 
cording to occupation as ascertained from the village 
officers and the holders of adjoining lands , or on 
such other evidence or information as the survey 
officer may be able to procure . 

114. Disputes regarding boundaries between villa 
ges , survey numbers and sub - divisions . — If any dis 
pute arises concerning the boundary of a village or 
à field or a holding which has not been surveyed , 
or if at any time after the completion of a survey 
a dispute arises concerning the boundary of any 
village or survey number or sub - division of a survey 
number , it shall be decided by the Collector after 
holding a formal inquiry at which the village officers 
and all persons interested shall have an opportunity 
of appearing and producing evidence . 

115. Demarcation of boundaries of survey number 
or sub - division . ( 1 ) The Collector may, on the 
application of a party interested , demarcate the 
boundaries of a survey number or of a sub - division 
and construct boundary marks thereon . 

( 2 ) The Government may make rules for regula 
ting the procedure of the Collector in demarcating 
the boundaries of a survey number or of a sub - divi 
sion , prescribing the nature of the boundary marks 
to be used , and authorising the levy of fees from the 
holders of land in å demarcated survey number or 
sub - division . 

( 3 ) Survey numbers and sub - divisions demarcated 
under the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
to be survey numbers for the purposes of sec 
tions 111, 114 , 117 and 118 . 

116. Effect of settlement of boundary . ( 1 ) The 
settlement of a boundary under this Chapter shall 
be determinative : 

( a ) of the proper position of the boundary lines 
or boundary marks ; and 


117. Construction and repair of boundary marks 
of survey number and villages etc. ( 1 ) It shall 
be lawful for any survey officer authorised in this 
behalf to erect or cause to be constructed , laid out, 
maintained or repaired , boundry marks , survey 
marks of villages or survey numbers or sub -divisions 
and to assess all charges incurred thereby on the 
holders or others having an interest therein . 

( 2 ) Such officer may by notice in writing require 
landholders to construct , lay out , maintain or repair 
within a specified time, the boundary marks or 
survey marks of their respective survey numbers or 
sub - divisions ; and on their failure to do so the survey 
officer shall construct , lay out or repair them and 
assess all charges incurred thereby as hereinbefore 
provided . 

( 3 ) The boundary marks and survey marks shall 
be of such description , and shall be constructed , laid 
out, maintained or repaired in such manner and 
shall be of such dimention and materials as may , 
subject to rules made by the Government in this 
behalf , be determined by the Superintendent of Sur 
veys and Land Records, according to the require . 
ment of soil , climate, durability and cheapness of 
materials , 


118. Responsibility for maintaining boundary 
marks. —- Every person who holds land or is in pos 
session thereof shall be responsible for the mainte 
nance and good care of the boundary marks and sur 
vey marks of his holding and for any charge reaso 
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nably incurred on account of the same by the reve 
nue officers in case of alteration , removal or disre 
pair . It shall be the duty of the Revenue Officers 
to prevent the destruction or unauthorised alteration 
of the village boundary marks or survey marks . 


119. Collector to have charge of boundary marks. 
After the introduction of survey and settlement in 
a district, the charge of the boundary marks and 
survey marks shall devolve on the Collector , and it 
shall be his duty to take measures for their cons 
truction , laying out, maintenance and repair and for 
this purpose the powers conferred on survey officers 
by section 117 shall vest in him . 


124. Recovery of arrears . An arrear of land re 
venue may be recovered by any one or more of the 
following processes , namely : 

( a ) by serving a written notice of demand on the 
defaulter under section 125 . 

(6 ) by distraint and sale of the defaulter s mova 
ble property under section 126 ; 

( c ) by forfeiture of the holding in respect of which 
the arrear is due under section 128 ; 

( d ) by the attachment and sale of the defaulter s 
immovable property , under section 129 ; 

( e ) by arrest and imprisonment of the defaulter 
under section 130 .

120. Penalty for injuring boundary marks . 
person wilfully erasing, removing or injuring a 
boundary mark or survey mark , shall on summary 
inquiry by a revenue officer , be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding fifty rupees for each mark so erased , 
removed or injured . 


125. Notice of demand .. ( 1 ) The form and con 
tents of the notice of demand and the Officers by 
whom notices shall be issued shall be such as may 
be prescribed . 

( 2 ) A notice of demand may be issued on or after 
the day following that on which the arrear accrues .

Realisation of Land Revenue and other public demands 


126. Distraint and sale of defaulter s movable 
property . ---- ( 1 ) The Collector may also cause the 
defaulter s movable property to be distrained and 
sold . 


121. Claims of Government to have precedence 
over all others . ( 1 ) Land revenue assessed on any 
land and the arrears thereof and all claims of the 
Government to moneys recoverable under the pro 
visions of this Chapter, shall have precedence over 
any other debt, demand or claim whatsoever , whe 
ther in respect of mortgage , judgement , decree, exe 
cution or attachment or otherwise howsoever , aga 
inst any land or the holder thereof. 

( 2 ) The claim of the Government to any monies 
other than arrears of land revenue , but recoverable 
as a revenue demand under the provisions of this 
Chapter , shall have priority over all unsecured claims 
against any land or holder thereof. 


(2 ) Such distraint and sale of the movable pro 
perty of a defaulter shall be made by such officers 
or class of officers , in such manner and in accord 
ance with such procedure , as may be prescribed . 

( 3 ) Nothing in sub -section ( 1 ) shall be deemed to 
authorise the distraint or sale of any property which , 
under the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 , or any other 
law for the time being in force , is exempt from 
attachment or sale in execution of a decree or of 
any article set aside exclusively for religious use. 


122. Payment of Land Revenue . Land revenue 
shall be payable at such times , in such instalments , 
to such persons, and at such places as may be pres 
cribed . 


127. Resort to other processes . 

When the Col 
lector is of opinion that the processes referred to 
in clause ( a ) and (b ) of section 124 are not suffi 
cient for the recovery of an arrear of land revenue 
he may resort to the processes referred to in 
clause (c ) , ( d ) or (e ) of section 124 as he may deem 
expedient . 


128. Holding for which arrear is due may be for 
feited . -- The Collector may declare the holding in 
respect of which an arrear of land revenue is due , 
to be forfeited to the Government , and subject to 
rules made in his behalf , sell or otherwise dispose 
of the same under the provisions of section 47 or 48 
and credit the proceeds, if any, to the defaulters 
accounts : 


123. Arrear of land revenue. - ( 1 ) 

( 1 ) Any instal 
ment of land revenue or part thereof which is not 
paid on or before the due date shall become an arrear 
of land revenue and the persons responsible for the 
payment become defaulters . 

( 2 ) A statement of account certified by the Mam 
latdar shall , for the purposes of this Chapter , be 
conclusive evidence of the existence of the arrear , 
of its amount and of the person who is the 
defaulter : 

Provided that nothing in this sub -section shall pre 
judice the right of such person to make payment 
under protest and to question the correctness of the 
account in separate proceedings before the compe 
tent authority . 

( 3 ) On receipt of such a certified statement of 
account it shall be lawful for the Collector , the Assis 
tant or Deputy Collector or the Mamlatdar in one 
district to proceed to recover the demands of the 
Collector of any other district under the provisions 
of this Chapter as if the demand arose in his own 
district . 


Provided that, the Collector shall not declare any 
such holding to be forfeited - 

( a ) unless previously thereto he shall have issued 
a proclamation and written notices of the intended 
declaration in the manner provided by section 134 
and 135 for sales of immovable property , and 

( b ) until after the expiration of at least fifteen 
days from the latest date on which any of the said 
notices shall have been affixed as required by sec 
tion 135 . 


129. Sale of defaulter s immovable property . - 
The Collector may also cause the right, title and 
interest of the defaulter in any immovable property 
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other than the land on which the arrear of land 
revenue is dus to be similarly attached and solā . 


130. Arrest and detention of defaulter . — At any 
time after any arrear becomes due, the defaulter 
( not being an agriculturist from whom suchi allear 
in respect of his occupancy is due ) may be arrested 
and detained in custody in the civil jail unless the 
revenue due together with the penalty or interest 
and the cost of arrest and of notice of demand and 
the cost of his subsistence during detention is 
sooner paid . For this purpose the Collector may 
issue a warrant in the prescribed form : 

Provided that, no such arrest shall be made 
unless the default is wilful and the defaulter is given 
an opportunity to show cause against his arrest and 
detention .

( 3 ) The Collector may also cause notice of any 
sale, whether of movable or immovable property , 
to be published in any other manner that he may 
deem fit . 


131. Power to arrest by whom to be exercised . 
The Government may from time to time declare by 
what officers or class of officers , the powers cf 
arrest conferred by section 130 may be exercised , 
and also fix the costs of arrest and the amount of 
subsistence money to be paid by the Government to 
any defaulter under detention . 


( 4 ) A notice referred to in this section shall be 
in such form as may be prescribed . 


132. But all processes to be stayed on security 
being given . ( 1 ) Any defaulter detained in cus 
tody, shall forthwith be set at liberty and the exe 
cution of any process shall , at any time, be stayed , 
on the defaulter s giving before the Collector or if 
the defaulter is in jail, before the officer in charge 
of such jail , security in the prescribed form satisfac 
tory to the Collector or to such officer . 

(2 ) Any person against whom proceedings are 
taken under this Chapter may pay the amount 
claimed under protest to the officer taking such pro 
ceedings , and upon such payment, the proceedings 
shall be stayed . 


136. Sale by whom to be made ; time of sale , etc. 
( 1 ) Sales by auction shall be made by such person 
as the Collector may direct. 

( 2 ) No such sale shall take place on a Sunday or 
other public holiday , nor until after the expiration 
of at least thirty days in the case of immovable pro 
perty , or seven days in the case of movable property , 
from the latest date on which any of the said notices 
shall have been affixed as required by section 135 .

137. Postponement of sale . The sale may from 
time to time be postponed for any sufficient reason : 

Provided that, when the sale is postponed for a 
period longer than thirty days , a fresh proclamation 
and notice shall be issued unless the defaulter con 
sents to waive it . 


133. Sale to be by auction . — All sales of property , 
movable or immovable , under this Chapter shall 
be by public auction held in accordance with the 
provisions of the next succeeding sections . 


138. Sale of perishable articles. --- Nothing in sec 
tion 134 , 135 , 136 and 137 applies to the sale of 
perishable articles. Such articles shall be sold by 
auction with the least possible delay , in accordance 
with such orders as may from time to time be made 
by the Collector either generally or specially in that 
Dehalf . 


134. Procedure in effecting sales. — ( 1 ) When any 
sale of either movable or immovable property is 
ordered under the provisions of this Chapter, the 
Collector shall issue a proclamation in the prescribed 
form with its translation in such language as the 
Administrator of Goa , Daman and Diu may in this 
behalf prescribe , of the intended sale , specifying the 
time and place of sale , and in the case of movable 
property whether the sale , is subject to confirmation 
or , not and when land paying revenue to the Govern 
ment is to be sold , the revenue assessed upon it , to 
gether with any other particulars he may think 
necessary . 

( 2 ) Such proclamation shall be made by beat of 
drum at the head quarters of the taluka and in the 
village in which the immovable property is situated 
if the sale be of immovable property ; and if the 
sale be of movable property , the proclamation shall 
be made in the village in which such property was 
seized , and in such other places as the Collector may 
direct . 


139. When sale may be stayed . --- If the defaulter 
or any person on his behalf , pays the arrear in res 
pect of which the property is to be sold and all 
other charges legally due by him at any time before 
the property is knocked down , to the person pres 
cribed under section 123 to receive payment of the 
land revenue due, or to the officer appointed to con 
duct the sale or if he furnishes security under sec 
tion 132 , the sale shall be stayed . 


140. Sales of movable property when liable to 
confirmation . Sales of perishable articles shall be 
at once finally concluded by the officer conducting 
such sales . All other sales of movable property shall 
be finally concluded by the officer conducting such 
sales or shall be subject to confirmation , as may be 
directed in orders to be made by the Collector either 
generally or specially in that behalf . In the case of 
sales made subject to confirmation , the Collector 
shall direct by whom such sales may be confirmed . 


135. Notification of sales . — ( 1 ) A written notice 
of the intended sale of immovable property , and 
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-money, shall, except when such re -sale takes place 
forthwith , be made after the issue of a fresh notice 
in the manner prescribed for original sale . 


141. Mode of payment for movable property when 
sale is concluded at once . When à sale of movable 
property is finally concluded : by the officer conduct 
ing the same, the price of every 10t shall be paid 
for at the time of sale , or as soon after as the said 
officer shall direct, and in default of such payment, 
the property shall forthwith be again put up and sold . 
On payment of the purchase money , the officer hold 
ing the sale shall grant a receipt for the same, and 
the sale shall become absolute as against all persons 
whomsoever . 


148. Setting aside sales of movables . Sales of 
movables , except perishable articles, may be set 
aside on the ground of some material irregularity 
or mistake in publishing or conducting it if a person 
( on application made within seven days. from the 
date of sale ) proves to the satisfaction of the Col 
lector that he has sustained substantiat injury by 
reason thereof.

142. Mode of payment when sale is subject to con 
firmation . - ( 1 ) When sale is subject to confirma 
tion , the party who is declared to be the purchaser 
shall be required to deposit immediately twenty -five 
per centum of the amount of his bid , and in default 
of such deposit , the property shall forthwith be again 
put up and sold . 

( 2 ) The full amount of purchase-money shall be 
paid by the purchaser before the sunset of the third 
day after he is informed of the sale having been 
confirmed , or if the said third day be a Sunday or 
other public holiday , then before sunset of the first 
working day after such day . On payment of such 
full amount of the purchase money , the purchaser 
shall be granted a receipt for the same, and the sale 
shall become absolute as against all persons whom 
soever . 


149. Application to set aside sale of immova 
bles . ( 1 ) At any time within thirty days from thë 
date of sale of immovable property an application 
may be made to the Collector to set aside the sale 
on the ground of some material irregularity , or mis 
take, or fraud, in publishing or conducting it ; but , 
except as is otherwise provided in section 150 , 151 
and 152 no sale shall be set aside on the ground of 
any such irregularity or mistake , unless the appli 
cant proves to the satisfaction of the Collector that 
he has sustained substantial injury by reason thereof. 

(2 ) If the application be allowed , the Collector 
shall set aside the sale, and direct a fresh one. 


143. Deposit by purchaser in case of sale of immo 
vable property . — In all cases of sale of immova 
ble property , the party who is declared to be the 
purchaser shall be required to deposit immediately 
twenty - five per centum of the amount of his bid , 
and in default of such deposit , the property shall 
forthwith be again put up and sold . 


150. Order confirming or setting aside sale . On 
the expiration of thirty days from the date of the 
sale, if no such äpplication as is mentioned in sec 
tion 149 has beeň måde , or if such application has 
been made and rejected , the Collector shall make an 
order confirming the sale : 

Provided that , if he has reason to think that the 
sale ought to be set aside notwithstanding that no 
such application has been made, or on grounds other 
than those alleged in any application which has been 
rejected , he may , after recording his reasons in wri 
ting , set aside the sale . 


144. Purchase money when to be paid . The full 
amount of purchase money shall be paid by the pur 
chaser before the expiration of two months from the 
date , on which the sale of the immovable property 
took place or before the expiration of fifteen days 
from the date on which the intimation of confirmation 
of the sale is received by the purchaser , whichever 
is earlier : 

Provided that, if the last date on which the pur 
chase money is to be paid happens to be a Sunday 
or other authorised holiday , then the payment shall 
be made before the sunset of the first office day 
after such date . 


. 


145. Effect of default . — In default of payment 
within the prescribed period of the full amount of 
purchase-money , whether of movable or immovable 
property , the deposit after defraying thereout the 
expenses of the sale, shall be forfeited to the Govern 
ment , and the property shall be resold , and the de 
faulting purchaser shall forfeit all claims to the pro 
perty or to any part of the sum for which it may 
be subsequently sold . 


151. Purchaser may apply to set aside sale under 
certain circumstances . —- Except in a case where land 
has been sold for arrears which form a charge on 
the land , the purchaser may , at any time within 
thirty days from the date of sale , apply to the Cola 
lector to set aside the sale on the ground that the 
defaulter had no saleable interest in the property 
sold ; and the Collector shall , after due enquiry , pass 
such orders on such application as he deems fit . 

152. Application to set aside sale by person owning 
or holding interest iñ property : ( 1 ) Where immo 
vable property has been sold under this Code , any 
person either owning such property or holding an 
interest therein by virtue of a title acquired before 
such sale may , at any time within thirty days from 
the date of sale, apply to the Collector to have the 
sale set aside on his depositing : 

(a ) for payment to the purchaser a sum equal to 
five per cent, of the purchase money ; 

(6 ) for payment on account of the arrear , the 
amounts specified in the proclamation of sale as that 
for the recovery of which the sale was ordered , less 
any amount which may have been paid since the date 
of sale on that account; and 

( c ) the cost of the sale . 

( 2 ) If such deposit is mađè within thirty days 
from the date of sale , the Collector shall pass an 
order setting aside the sale . 


146. Liability of purchaser for loss by resale . 
If the proceeds of the sale, which is eventually made, 
be less than the price bid by such defaulting purcha 
ser , the difference shall be recoverable from him by 
the Collector as an arrear of land revenue. 


147. Notification before re - sale . “ Every re -sale of 
property in default of payment of the purchase 
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153. Refund of deposit or purchase -money when 
sale set aside . - Whenever the sale of any property 
is not confirmed , or is set aside , the purchaser shall 
be entitled to receive back his deposit or his purcha 
se -money , as the case may be , and the sum equal 
to five per cent. of the purchase-money deposited 
under clause ( a ) of sub - section ( 1 ) of section 152. 


(2 ) The person against whom an order is made 
under sub -section ( 1 ) may , within one year from 
the date of the order , institute a suit to establish 
the right which he claims to the property attached 
or proceeded against ; but subject to the result of 
such suit , if any , the order shall be conclusive . 


154. On confirmation of sale, purchaser to be put 
in possession . Certificate of purchase . After a sale 
of any occupancy has been confirmed in the manner 
aforesaid , the Collector shall put the person declared 
to be the purchaser into possession of the land and 
shall cause his name to be entered in the land records 
as occupant or holder in lieu of that of the defaulter 
and shall grant him a certificate to the effect that 
he has purchased the land to which the certificate 
refers . 


161. Bar of revenue officer to bid etc. at sale . 
Except as provided in section 162 no officer or other 
person having any duty to perform in connection 
with any sale shall , either directly or indirectly , bid 
for , acquire or attempt to acquire any interest in 
the property sold . 


155. Bar of suit against certified purchaser. The 
certificate shall state the name of the person decla 
red at the time of sale to be the actual purchaser ; 
and any suit brought in a civil court against the 
certified purchaser on the ground that the purchase 
was made on behalf of another person not the cer 
tified purchaser , though by agreement the name of 
the certified purchaser was used , shall be dismissed . 


162. Purchase on nominal bid . - Where at any 
sale held under the provisions of this Chapter, there 
is no bidder or the bids made are inadequate or 
nominal, it shall be lawful for the Collector to autha 
rise any of his subordinates to purchase such pro 
perty on behalf of the Government for such bid as 
such subordinate may make : 

Provided that, if the property so purchased is 
subsequently sold by the Government within twelve 
years of the purchase , the following amounts shall 
be recovered from the sale proceeds and the surplus , 
if any, shall be paid to the person whose property 
has been sold , namely : 

( a ) dues, that is , the principal outstandings with 
interests ; 

(b ) loss of revenue, if any , caused to the Govern 
ment during the period the land remains with the 
Government and no person takes it on lease or other 
wise ; 

( c ) actual expenditure incurred in the auction 
sale ; 

( d ) penalty equal to one- fourth of the principal. 


156. Application of proceeds of sale . ( 1 ) When 
any sale of movable property under this Chapter 
has become absolute , and when any sale of immo 
vable property has been confirmed , the proceeds 
of the sale shall be applied to defraying the expenses 
of the sale and to the payment of any arrears due 
by the defaulter at the date of the confirmation of 
such sale , and recoverable as an arrear of land reve 
nue and any other sum recoverable from the defaul 
ter as an arrear of land revenue and notified to the 
Collector before the confirmation of such sale , and 
the surplus , if any , shall be paid to the person whose 
property has been sold . 

( 2 ) The expenses of sale shall be estimated at 
such rates and according to such orders as may from 
time to time be sanctioned by the Government . 


163. Sum recoverable under provisions of this 
Chapter . - All sums due on account of land revenue, 
rent, cesses , profits from land, fees , charges , fines , 
penalties , water rates , royalty , costs , payable or le 
viable under this Code ; and all sums declared by 
this Code or any law for the time being in force 
or by any agreement or contract with the Govern 
ment to be leviable as an assessment , or as a reve 
nue demand, or as an arrear of land revenue, shall 
be levied under the foregoing provisions of this 
Chapter and all the provisions of this Chapter shall , 
so far as may be, be applicable thereto . 


157. Surplus not to be paid to creditors except 
under order of court . The said surplus shall not, 
except under an order of a civil court , be payable 
to any creditor of the person whose property has 
been sold . 


158. Certified purchaser liable only for land reve 
nue subsequently due. Notwithstanding anything 
contained in section 54, the person named in the 
certificate of title as purchaser shall not be liable 
for land revenue due in respect of the land for any 
period previous to the date of the sale , 


164. Recovery of free grants as arrear of revenue 
in case of misuse . — Any person who has received 
from the Government a free grant of money for 
any agricultural purpose , subject to the condition 
that he shall refund the same on failure to observe 
any of the conditions of the grant , shall, on failure 
to observe any such condition and to repay the said 
sum to the Government be liable to be proceeded 
against under the provisions of this Chapter as a 
revenue defaulter ; and all the foregoing provisions 
of this Chapter shall , so far as may be, be applicable 
to such person . 


159. Purchaser s title.. Where immovable pro 
perty is sold under the provisions of this Chapter and 
such sale has been confirmed , the property shall be 
deemed to have vested in the purchaser on the date 
when the property is sold and not on the date when 
the sale was confirmed . 


160. Claims to attached property how to be dis 
posed of. 

( 1 ) If any claim is set up by a third 
person to the property attached or proceeded against 
under the provisions of this Code , the Collector may 
on à formal inquiry held after reasonable notice , 
admit or reject it . 


165. Recovery of monies from surety . — Every 
person who may have become a surety under any of 
the provisions of this Code , or under any other 
enactment or any grant , lease or contract where 
under the sum secured is recoverable from the prin 
cipal as an arrear of land revenue shall , on failure 
to pay the amount or any portion thereof which he 
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may have become liable to pay under the terms of 
his security bond , be liable to be proceeded against 
under the provisions of this Code as a revenue de 
faulter ; and all the foregoing provisions of this 
Chapter shall , so far as may be, be applicable to 
such person . 


CHAPTER XI 


Procedure of Revenue Officers 
166. Revenue Court . ( 1 ) A revenue officer not 
below the rank of Mamlatdar , while exercising juris 
diction under this Code or any other law for the 
time being in force to inquire into or to decide any 
question arising for determination between the Go 
vernment and any person or between parties to any 
proceedings , shall be a revenue court. 

( 2 ) A revenue Court shall be deemed to be a Civil 
Court for the purposes of enquiries under this Code . 


171. Power to take evidence , summon witnesses , 
etc. - ( 1 ) Every revenue or survey officer not lower 
in rank then an Awalkarkun acting as a revenue 
court shall have power to take evidence and to 
summon any person whose attendance he considers 
necessary , to be examined as a party or to give 
evidence as a witness or to produce any documents , 
for the purpose of any enquiry which such officer 
is legally empowered to make ; and all persons so 
summoned shall be bound to attend either in person 
or by an authorised agent , as such Officer may 
direct , and to produce such documents as may be 
required . 

( 2 ) All persons summoned as aforesaid shall be 
bound to state the truth upon any subject respect 
ing which they are examined or make statements and 
to produce such documents and other things as may 
be required . 


167. Place of hearing . Except for reasons to be 
recorded in writing no revenue officer shall inquire 
into or hear any case at any place outside the local 
limits of his jurisdiction : 

Provided that a Sub -Divisional Officer may inquire 
into or hear any case at the headquarters of the 
district to which he is appointed . 


172. Summons to be in writing , signed and sealed ; 
service of summons . ( 1 ) Every summons shall be 
in writing in duplicate, and shall state the purpose 
for which it is issued , and shall be signed by the 
officer issuing it, and if he has a seal shall also 
bear his seal, 


( 2 ) The summons shall be served by tendering or 
delivering a copy of it to the person summoned or, 
if he cannot be found , by affixing a copy of it to 
some conspicuous part of his usual residence . 

( 3 ) If his usual residence be in another district 
or outside the Union Territory , the summons may 
be sent by registered post. 


173. Compelling attendance of witness. -- If any 
person on whom a summons to attend as witness or 
to produce any document has been served fails to 
comply with the summons , the officer by whom the 
summons has been issued under section 171 may : 

( a ) issue a bailable warrant of arrest ; or 
(6 ) order him to furnish security for appearance . 


168. Powers to enter upon and survey land. -- All 
revenue and survey officers and persons acting under 
their order may enter upon and survey any land 
and demarcate boundaries and do all other acts ne 
cessary for the purpose of discharging their duties 
under this Code or any other law for the time being 
in force , but , in so doing , shall cause no more damage 
than the circumstances of the case may require . 

Provided that, no person shall enter into any build 
ing or upon any enclosed court or garden attached 
to a dwelling house , unless with the consent of the 
occupier thereof, without giving such occupier at 
least twenty -four hours notice , and in making such 
entry due regard shall be paid to the social and reli 
gious sentiments of the occupier . 

169. Power to transfer cases . - Whenever it 
appears to the Government that an order under this 
section is expedient for the ends of justice , it may 
direct that any particular case be transferred from 
one revenue officer to another revenue officer of an 
equal or superior rank . 

170. Power to transfer cases to and from subor 
dinates . — ( 1 ) A Collector , a Sub - Divisional Officer 
or a Mamlatdar may make over any case or class of 
cases , arising under the provisions of this Code or 
any other enactment for the time being in force 
for decision from his own file to any revenue officer 
subordinate to him competent to decide such case or 
class of cases or may withdraw any case or class 
of cases from any such revenue officer and may 
deal with such case or class of cases himself or 
refer the same for disposal to any other revenue 
officer competent to decide such case or class of 


174. Mode of serving notice . ( 1 ) Subject to the 
provisions of this Code and the rules made there 
under , every notice under this Code may be served 
either by tendering or delivering a copy thereof, or 
sending such copy by post to the person on whom 
it is to be served , or his authorised agent or , if service 
in the manner aforesaid cannot be made , by affixing 
a copy thereof at his last known place of residence 
or at some place of public resort in the village in 
which the land to which the notice relates is situated . 

( 2 ) No such notice shall be deemed void on ac 
count of any error in the name or designation of any 
person , or in the description of any land , referred 
to therein , unless such error has produced substan 
tial injustice . 


175. Procedure for attendance of witnesses . In 
any formal or summary inquiry if any party desires 
the attendance of witnesses , he shall follow the pro 
cedure prescribed by the Code of Civil Procedure , 
1908 , for parties applying for summonses for 
witnesses .

( 2 ) A Collector , a Sub -Divisional Officer , or a 
Mamlatdar may make over for inquiry and report 
any case or class of cases arising under the prović 
sions of this Code or any other enactment for the 
time being in force from his own file to any revenue 
officer subordinate to him . 


176. Hearing in absence of party . - ( 1 ) If on the 
date fixed for hearing a case or proceeding , a reve . 
nue officer or survey officer finds that a summons 
or notice was not served on any party due to the 
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failure of the opposite party to pay the requisite 
process fees for such service , the case or proceeding 
may be dismissed in default of payment of such pro 
cess fees. 


179. Writing and explanation of decisions .-- Every 
decision , after a formal inquiry , shall be in writing 
signed by the officer making the same, and shall 
contain a full statement of the grounds on which it 
is made .

( 2 ) If any party to a case or proceeding before 
the revenue officer or survey officer does not appear 
on the date fixed for hearing, the case may be heard 
and determined in his absence or may be dismissed 
in default . 


180. Summary inquiries how to be conducted . - 
In summary inquiries, the revenue officer or survey 
officer shail himself , as any such inquiry proceeds , 
record , a minute of the proceedings in his own hand 
in English or in regional language embracing the 
material averments made by the parties interested , 
the material parts of the evidence, the decision , and 
the reasons for the same : 

Provided that, it shall at any time be lawful for 
such officer to conduct an inquiry directed by this 
Code to be summary under all , or any of the rules 
applicable to a formal inquiry , if he deems fit . 


( 3 ) The party against whom any order is passed 
under sub - section ( 1 ) or ( 2 ) may apply within 30 
days from the date of such order to have it set aside 
on the ground that he was prevented by any suffi 
cient cause from paying the requisite process fees 
for service of a summons or notice on the opposite 
party or from appearing at the hearing and the re 
venue officer or survey officer may , after notice to 
the opposite party which was present on the date 
on which such order was passed and after making 
such inquiry as he considers necessary , set aside the 
order passed . 

(4 ) Where an application filed under sub -sec 
tion ( 3 ) is rejected , the party aggrieved may file an 
appeal to the authority to whom an appeal lies from 
an original order passed by such officer . 

(5 ) Except as provided in sub - section (4 ) or 
except where a case or proceeding before any such 
officer has been decided on merits , no appeal shall 
lie from an order passed under this section . 


181. Formal and summary inquiries to be deemed 
judicial proceedings. ( 1 ) A formal or summary 
inquiry under this Code shall be deemed to be a 
judicial proceeding within the meaning of sections 
193 , 219 and 228 of the Indian Penal Code , and the 
office of any authority holding a formal or sum 
mary inquiry shall be deemed a civil court for the 
purposes of such inquiry . 

( 2 ) Every hearing and decision , whether ir a 
formal or summary inquiry , shall be in public , and 
the parties or their authorised agents shall have due 
notice to attend . 


177. Adjournment of hearing . — ( 1 ) A revenue 
or survey officer may, from time to time for reason 
to be recorded , adjourn the hearing of a case or pro 
ceeding before him , 

( 2 ) The date and place of an adjourned hearing 
of a case or proceeding shall be intimated at the time 
of the adjournment to such of the parties and witnes 
ses as are present. 


182. Ordinary inquiries how to be conducted . An 
inquiry which this Code does not require to be either 
formal or summary , or which any revenue or survey 
officer may on any occasion deem to be necessary 
to make, in the execution of his lawful duties , shall 
be conducted according to such rules applicable the 
reto , whether general or special, as may have been 
prescribed by the Government , or an authority supe 
rior to the officer conducting such inquiry , and ex 
cept in so far as controlled by such rules , according 
to the discretion of the officer in such way as may 
seem best calculated for the ascertainment of all 
essential facts and the furtherance of the public good .

178. Mode of taking evidence in formal inquiries. 
( 1 ) In all formal inquiries the evidence shall be 
taken down in full, in writing , in such language as 
the Administrator of God , Daman and Diu may in 
this behalf prescribe , by or in the presence and hear 
ing and under the personal superintendence and 
direction of, the officer making the investigation or 
inquiry , and shall be signed by him . The officer shall 
read out or cause to be read out the evidence so taken 
to the witness and obtain his signature thereto in 
token of its correctness . 

( 2 ) In cases in which the evidence is not taken 
down in full in writing by the officer making the 
inquiry he shall , as the examination of each witness 
proceeds, make a memorandum of the substance of 
what such witness deposes ; and such memorandum 
shall be written and signed by such officer with his 
own hand , and shall form part of the record . 

( 3 ) If such officer is prevented from making a 
memorandum as required aforesaid , he shall record 
the reason of his inability to do so . 

( 4 ) When the evidence is given in English , such 
officer may take it down in that language with his 
own hand , and an authenticated translation of the 
same in the regional language shall be made and 
shall form part of the record . 


183. Copies and translations , etc., how to be ob 
tained . In all cases in which formal or summary 
inquiry is made , authenticated copies and translation 
of decisions, orders , and the reasons therefor, and 
of exhibits, shall be furnished to the parties, and ori 
ginal documents used as evidence shall be restored 
to the persons who produced them , or to persons 
claiming under them on due application being made 
for the same, subject to such charges for copying , 
searches , inspection and other like matters as may , 
from time to time, be prescribed by the Government. 


184. Arrest of defaulter to be made upon 
warrant. - Whenever it is provided by this Code 
that a defaulter , or any other person may be arres 
ted , such arrest shall be made upon a warrant issued 
by any officer competent to direct such person s 
arrest . 


185. Collector how to proceed in order to evict any 
person wrongfully in possession of land . When 
ever it is provided by this Code or by any other law 
for the time being in force that the Collector may or 
shall evict any person wrongfully in possession of 
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land , such eviction shall be made in the following 
manner , that is to say , 

(a ) by serving a notice on the person or persons 
in possession requiring them (within such time as 
may apear reasonable after receipt of the said no 
tice ) to vacate the land , and 

(b ) if such notice is not obeyed , by removing , or 
deputing a subordinate to remove , any person who 
may refuse to vacate the same, and 

( c ) if the officer removing any such person be 
resisted or obstructed by any person , the Collector 
shall hold a summary inquiry into the facts of the 
case , and if satisfied that the resistance or obstruc 
tion was without any just cause , and that such resis 
tance and obstruction still continue , may, without 
prejudice to any proceedings to which such person 
may be liable under any law for the time being in 
force for the punishment of such resistance or obs 
truction , issue a warrant for the arrest of the said 
person , and on his appearance send him with a war 
rant, in the prescribed form for imprisonment in the 
civil jail of the district for such period not exceeding 
thirty days , as may be necessary to prevent the con 
tinuance of such obstruction or resistance . 


( c ) if such an order is passed by the Collector, to 
the Tribunal; 

( d ) if such an order is passed by an Assistant 
Survey and Settlement Officer , to the Survey and 
Settlement Officer or to a revenue officer notified 
by the Government in the Official Gazette to be 
the appellate authority ; 

( e ) if such an order is passed by a Survey and 
Settlement Officer , to the Director of Settlement and 
Land Records or to a revenue officer notified to be 
the appellate authority ; and 

( f) if such an order is passed by the Inspector 
of Surveys and Land Records , to the Superintendent 
of Surveys and Land Records . 

( 2 ) A second appeal shall lie against any order 
passed in first appeal : 

( a ) if such an order is passed under clause ( a ) of 
sub -section ( 1 ) , to the Collector ; 

( b ) if such an order is passed under clause ( 6 ) of 
sub - section ( 1 ) , to the Tribunal ; 

( c ) if such an order is passed under clause ( d ) of 
sub -section ( 1 ) , to the Director of Settlement and 
Land Records or to a Revenue Officer notified by 
the Government in the Official Gazette to be the 
second appellate authority ; and 

( d ) if such an order is passed under clause (e ) or 
(f ) of sub -section ( 1 ) , to the Tribunal .

186. Power to give and apportion costs . A reve 
nue or survey officer may give and apportion costs 
incurred in any case or proceeding arising under this 
Code or any other law for the time being in force in 
such manner and to such extent as he thinks fit : 

Provided that, the fees of a legal practitioner shall 
not be allowed as costs in any such case or proceed 
ings , unless such officer considers otherwise for 
reasons to be recorded by him in writing . 


190. Limitation of appeals . No appeal shall lie , 

( a ) in the case of a first appeal, after the expiry 
of sixty days from the date of the order appealed 
against ; and 

( b ) in the case of a second appeal, after the ex 
piry of sixty days from the date of the order appea 
led against. 


187. Appearances before and applications to reve 
nue officers . 

All appearances before, applications 
to and acts to be done before , any revenue or survey 
officer under this Code or any other law for the time 
being in force may be made or done by the parties 
themselves or by their authorised agents or by any 
legal practitioner : 

Provided that , subject to the provisions of section 
132 and 133 of the Code of Civil Procedure 1908 any 
such appearance shall, if the revenue officer so 
directs , be made by the party in person , 


191. Copy of order to accompany petition of 
appeal. —— Every petition for appeal, review or revi 
sion shall be accompanied by a certified copy of the 
order to which objection is made unless the produc 
tion of such copy is dispensed with . 


188. Correction of error or omission . Any reve 
nue officer by whom any order was passed in a case 
or proceeding may , either on his own motion or on 
the application of a party , correct any error or 
omission not affecting a material part of the case or 
proceeding , after such notice to the parties as he 
may consider necessary . 


192. Power of appellate authority . - ( 1 ) The 
appellate authority may either admit the appeal or , 
after calling for the record and giving the appellant 
an opportunity to be heard , may summarily reject it : 

Provided that, the appellate authority shall not 
be bound to call for the record where the appeal is 
time barred or does not lie . 

( 2 ) If the appeal is admitted , a date shall be fixed 
for hearing and notice thereof shall be served on the 
respondent. 

( 3 ) After hearing the parties, if they appear , the 
appellate authority may , for reasons to be recorded 
in writing , either annul, confirm , modify , or reverse 
the order appealed against, or may direct such fur 
ther investigation to be made, or such additional 
evidence to be taken , as it may think necessary ; or 
may itself take such additional evidence ; or may 
remand the case for disposal with such directions 
as it thinks fit . 


CHAPTER XI 


Appeals , Revision and Review 


189. Appeals . — ( 1 ) Save as otherwise expressly 
provided , an appeal shall lie from every original 
order , other than an interim order passed under this 
Code 

( a ) if such an order is passed by an officer su 
bordinate to the Sub - Divisional Officer , to the Sub 
-Divisional Officer ; 

(6 ) if such an order is passed by the Sub -Divi 
sional Officer, to thë Collector ; 


193. Revision . — The Government or any revenue 
officer above the rank of a Mamlatdar or Inspector 
of Surveys and Land Records may , at any time,

Memorandum of delegated legislation 
Clause 200 of the Bill consolidates at one place the 
various powers given to Government for framing 
rules under the various provisions of the Act for 
carrying into effect the provisions of the Code . 


In accordance with the recommendations of the 
Committee on Subordinate Legislation it has been 
provided that the rules shall be prepublished and 
shall be laid on the table of the Legislative Assembly 
and be subject to such changes as the Assembly may 
make during the session in which they are so laid 
or the one immediately following . 


The proposed delegation is of a normal character . 


Financial memorandum 


Clause 4 of the Bill provides for appointment of 
various categories of Revenue and Suryey Officers . 
It will also be necessary to appoint clerical and simi 
lar assistants to these officers. However , the staff 
contemplated in this clause has already been ap 
pointed by Government for the administration of 
this territory and there will be no immediate need 
for appointing any staff for the purpose of imple 
menting the provisions of this Code . 


Chapter III : Clause 14 in this chapter provides 
that all lands , public roads , lanes , paths and bridges , 
rivers , streams, nallahs , etc., standing and flowing 
water, etc., which are not the property of any person , 
shall be the property of the Central Government 
subject to right of way and all other rights , public 
or individual, legally existing . It also contains pro 
visions to enable Government in certain circumstan 
ces to extinguish the rights of the public as well as 
of all individuals in or over public roads or paths 
not required for public use . There are provisions for 
assigning lands for special purposes for public use 
such as free pasturage for village cattle , burial or 
cremation ground , gaothon , threshing floor , bazaar , 
roads, parks, drains , etc. Clauses 20 to 45 contain 
detailed provisions regarding grant of land, use of 
land, encroachment on land , etc. These provisions 
embody the principle that land is granted by Govern 
ment on occupancy tenure (which is prevalent in the 
States of Maharashtra , Gujarat, Mysore and many 
other States ) . They also empower Government to 
grant leases of land in special cases. Occupancies 
will be of two classes , Occupants , Class I and Occu 
pants , Class II . Under Occupants Class I, a person 
will hold land in perpetuity and without any res 
trictions on the right to transfer the land held by 
him . Under Occupants Class II, a person will hold 
land in perpetuity but subject to restrictions on the 
right to transfer the land held by him . The restric 
tions are to be prescribed by rules . In order that 
landless persons , small holders , agricultural la 
bourers , members of Scheduled Castes and Tribes , 
members of Armed Forces, to whom lands are 
granted by Government on preferential and conces 
sional basis , do not lose their lands to money lenders 
and others or do not misuse the concessional grant 
made to them by Government by immediately selling 
the land at a higher price , it has been the policy of 
the State Governments elsewhere to restrict the 
right of transfer in respect of lands granted to such 
persons . Such persons will come under Occupants 
Class II. The rights and liabilities of the occupants 
are provided for in this chapter. Clauses 30-37 con 
tain provisions regulating use of land . It is provided 
that the use of the land from agriculture to non 
agricultural purpose or from one non - agricultural 
purpose to another non - agricultural purpose, should 
not be made without the permission of the Collector . 
The manner in which this permission is to be obtained 
is provided for in clause 33. Clause 38-42 contain pro 
visions for dealing with encroachments on Govern 
ment lands . 


Statement of objects and reasons 


So far there has not been in this territory any 
comprehensive legislation governing the administra 
tion of lands and land revenue and related matters . 
The pre- liberation laws in the form of Decree , Di 
ploma and Portaria are still in force and each of 
these laws deal separately with one or the other 
aspect of land administration , and is devised accord 
ing to the Portuguese concepts about these matters. 
There is , however , very little similarlty between 
these laws and the corresponding laws which are in 
force in the rest of the country . It has , therefore , 
been extremely necessary to have for this territory 
a comprehensive legislation governing the adminis 
tration of lands , land revenue and related matters . 


Die 
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The Bill seeks to achieve this purpose . The im 
portant provisions of this Bill are brought out in the 
following notes on clauses : 


Chapter IV : This chapter provides for the levy 
of land revenue on land and fix the liabilities on the 
occupants . 

Chapter V : This contains necessary provisions to 
empower Government to undertake survey of all 
lands. It also empowers Government to undertake 
city survey of lands in cities and towns . 


Chapter II : For proper land revenue administra 
tion , this chapter contains provisions enabling Go 
vernment to constitute the territory into one or more 
districts and to divide these districts into sub - divi 
sions and the sub - divisions into talukas and the ta 
lukas into villages. Power is also given to alter the 
limits of the district , sub - division or taluka . Clause 4 
in this chapter empowers Government to appoint the 
various categories of revenue and survey officers, 
who would be responsible for performing the various 
functions and duties under this Code . At the village 
level there is a provision for the appointment of 
Village Accountants and Patils . 


Chapter VI : This chapter contains detailed provi 
sions as to the manner in which land revenue can be 
assessed of agricultural lands in the territory , while 
Chapter VII provides for the assessment and settle 
ment of land revenue of lands used for non - agricul 
tural purposes . 

Chapter VIII : Contains provisions which enables 
Government to prepare and maintain record of rights 
in land in the territory . This is one of the vital neces 
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sities of a pogressive land administration and is the 
backbone of all land reforms measures . 


Chapter XI: Contains provisions laying down the 
procedures to be followed by the various Revenue 
Officers in conducting enquiries and proceedings 
under the provisions of this Act. 


Chapter IX : Contains provisions regarding fixa 
tion and demarcation of boundaries of individual 
holdings and also provides for the manner in which 
disputes about boundary shall be settled . It also pro 
vides for fixing the responsibility for maintaining the 
boundary marks .
